The Federated Trade of Railway 
Shopmen Threaten Coast-to- 
Coast Strike 


LOCAL UNION FOR STRIKE 


Edmonton Locomotive Firemen 
Have Not Yet Decided to 
Quit Work 


Federated Trades of Railway Shop- 
men who met tn session Tuesday de- 
cided almost unanimously in favor of 
a strike. The central committee, 
which is at present sitting in Mon- 
treal will receive a communication 
from the Edmonton federated union 
telling of the local decision. Those 
affected will be railway machinists, 
boiler makers blacksmiths, car re- 
pairers, electricians and steamfitters, 

Nezgolations concerring a strike of 
the crafts mentioned have been pro- 
ceeding at central headquarters ifn 
Montreal for several days but before 
a strike becomes operative, a vote 
will have to be enumerated taking in 
all unions of the Federated Trades of 
Railway Shopmen from Vancouver to 
Halifax. The strike desired by these 
men !s not only to signify sympathy 
with the Winnipeggers but also to 
enforce a betterment in thelr own 
ware anil working conditions. 

Should a strike become operative, 
and {t is considered most IMkely, rail- 
ways from coast to coast will thus be 
alfected. 

Firemen Not Decided. 

In regard to the Edmonton loco- 
motive Firenien, it is understood that 
a meeting was held on Tuesday after- 
noon, but apart from signifying their 
sympathy with the Winnipeg strike, 
nothing definite in the way of a walk- 
out was decided upon.

WASHINGTON, D.C., May 26.—(Bulletin)—The U.S. neval seaplane N.C.-4 
has reached Lisbon, Portugal, completing the third leg of the scheduled flight from 
New York to Plymouth, England, and establishing a new world’s record by mak- 
ing the first trans-Atlantic airplane flight. 

After a series of delays occasioned by high seas und winds, Lieut. Commander 
Read and his crew rose from the sea at Ponta Delgada in the Azores at an early 
hour this morning and completed the 1000-mile flight to Lisbon at a rate of nearly 
one hundred miles an hour. The next and final leg of the America-to-England 
flight undertaken by the United States navy and carried through successfully 
thus far by Lieut. Commander Read and the N.C..-4, is that from Lisbon, Portugal, 


to Plymouth, England.

KILBANE LOOSENING 

GRASP ON TITLE, 

Johnny Kilbane of Cleveland, 
whose grasp on the featherweight 
titte Is perceptibly loosening, 
comes forward with a suggestion 
for the improvement of the sport 
of boxing. Larger gloves ts the 
remedy proposed by the Buckeye 
State champion for the ills that 
beset the roped square game, He 
urges that the compulsory use 
of larger gloves, the larger the 
better, would decrease the brut- 
ality of boxing and tend to broad- 
en the scientific side of the pugi- 
Istic art. The Clevelander ex- 
presses the opinion that if all 
bouts were decided on scientific 
points and knockowts, bloody 
noses and black eyes climinated 
the result would be more satis- 
factory to the patrons of the 
sport. In view of the fact that 
Kilbane volunteered as a boxing 
teacher during the war and went 
through a hard campaign as an 
instructor in’ camp one’ would 
hardly be justified in suspecting 
that timility is at the bottom of 
this suggestion, Therefore, the 
thought obtrudes itself that Kil- 
bane's reformatory plan is due 
to a realization on his part that 
he no longer can exchange thumps 
with the lusty youngesters and 
rugged veterans now in the feath- 
erweilght class, At the same time 
Kilbane still retains his ability as 
a defensive boxer and if his op- 
ponents were rtstricted to the use 
of “pillows” doubtless the Ohio- 
an would be able t© hang on to 
his title, for commercial pur- 
poses, for years to come, Since 
Kilbane received a three-round 
knockout at the hands of Benny 
Leonard and then was outpointed 
in six rounds by a second-rate 
feather named Frankie Brown, 
the champion apparently has lost 
confidence in his fithting 
ability, So far as other boxers 
are concerned five-ounce gloves 
are regarded as none too small, 
and even in Jersey, where the 
Hurley law calls for eight-ounce 
gloves, at least three ounces of 
the weight are centered in the 
wrists of the mittens,

HIS OLASS 

Eastern ring critics agree that 
Benny Leonard has proved his 
right to be classed with the greai- 
est Hghtweights of all time, They 
say be is a real champion—with- 
out a peer or an opponent, He 
takes his place with McAuliffe, 
Gans, and Lavigne... If Gans was 
the “Old Master,” Leonard is the 
new, for their styles arg similar, 
Like Gans, Leonard is a combina- 
tion of speed, cleverness and hit- 
ting ability, And he is like Gans 
in another particular, He usually

Ancient Expert Says Batting Is | Errors Largely Responsible for|

The following article by Z. T. Cowles, 
who was sporting editor of the Chicago 
Tribune from 1868 to 1875, relative to an- 
elent and modern baseball, will prove in- 
teresting to local fans. Here it is: 

It fs a long look, long in more respects 
than that of time, from the basebali of |

living are able to bridge that distance with 
their memories, 

Some there are who insist the game as 
Ren forty-nine years ago was every 

it as good as it is today. But it was 
not #0, Watching yesterday's set-to be- 
tween the Chicago Cubs and the Pittsburg 
Pirates brought to my mind in etrong re- 
Hef the tmmensé progress toward scien- 
tific accuracy of play that has been made! 
in the last half century. 

Batting Easiest in Old Days. 
In one department only—that of batting 
—is there anything near equality. But it 
1s to be remembered that batting condi- | 
tions of then and now are wide apart. In 
the old time period the pitching was for 
the batters a soft snap compared with the 
siah service of today. 
Then the pitcher was restricted to a 
straight arm sewing. He could not deliver 
the ball with his hand ae high as his hip, 
and he was forbidden even the slightest 
approach to the underhand throw. The 
eriterion of good pitching was ability to 
get the ball over the plate at the proper 
height; for the batter could require either 
a low bail (between knee and hin) or a 
high ball (between hip and shonider). 
There were no curves, no inshoota, no 
downshoots, no cuiting the corners of the 
Plate, no fadenway ball of the type so sue- 
cessfully used by Christy Mathewson. 

Speed and Slow Ball Valuable, 
Swiftness, too, was a valuable element 
in pitching But extreme slowness also 
had its merits. In the New York Mutual 
team of 1870 Phonny (Alphonse) Martin 
would tazily deliver the ball in an are ten 
feet high, very slow, and about half the 
time would make {t drop over the plate 
for a fair ball. It was seldom bit for a 
are. 
Then there was the “lively” ball with 
a big chunk of rubber inside of {t. so that 
a hit went much farther and faster than 
{t goes with the “dead” hall now tn use 
Moreover, the pitcher had more Iatitude. 
Not every delivery had to he a ball or a 
strike. Often ns many ns ten or fifteen 
balls would be itched before the batter 
was disposed of by a hit, a base on balls, 
or an out. 

Other Differences tn Play. 

The runner could not overrun first base 
without the danger of being touched out. 
Long throwing from the outfield was per 
haps better, but the handling of ground 
hits was not nearly as clean as now. Run- 
ning catches used to be considered phe- 
nomenal. Now they are expected as mat- 
ters of course.

running the ball, and advancing too far, 
In this case smart batters will “chop” the 
ball bard at bim or attempt the “push 
bunt" and drive the ball through the aa- 
vancing fielder who, coming at top speed,

It is best to make no effort to advance 
beyond twenty-five feet and, If the bunt

Consumption Over Previous

The cost of Hving branch depart- 
ment of labor, submits the following

b gon, minister of labor, showing the 
% production and cost of bread in the 
‘ chief cities of the Dominion, as re- 


corded for the month of March, 1919, | 

The uniformity of the figures in 

e comparison with the last few previous 

months shows that a high state of ef- 

ficiency {ts being maintained by the 

bakers in rendering these costs or that 

one month's costs are being taken as 

the prevailing cost for the following 

monti Dy a large majority of the bak- 
ers, 

The report shows a slicht increased 
consumption of 1.81 per cent. for 
March os compared with the quantity 
of bread consumed per capita and 
equalizing the month of March with 
the short month of February. 

The average cost of the flour used 
was $10.84 per barrel, an avernge de- 
crease of eleven cents per barrel from 
the figures for the previous month. 

The yield of bread per barrel of 
flour used, remains steadily fixed at 
366 pounds. 

Comparing these costs with those of 
the previous month, in eight districts 
@ small increase and in nineteen a 
slight decrease are shown. 

he average price per pound for the 
Dominion for March was 6.842c, while 
for February the figures wero 6.9460, 

These close figures indicate correct 
reporting on the part of the bakers 
and careful work in the compilation 
of the tables of costs. |

The suspension of some conven-

form some idea as to what would 
be the state of affairs if a really 
\‘‘peneral’’ strike were to occur. 

That probably is something that

| The so-called general strike is only 
so called, The absolutely general 
strike never occurs. 

Every strike is based on the as- 
sumption that certain classes will 
|not strike; that they will continue

| working. If all struck the strike 
| would lead nowhere but to general 
|hunger, misery and an early re- 
| sumption of work all round. 

| As an army depends for food, 
;clothing, arms and equipment 
upon non-fighters, a strike de-

jupon the non-striking section of 
| the public. If men cannot eat with- 
out working they must go to 
work; and they cannot eat with- 
out working unless others work 
to supply their needs, 

| It is unlikely that a condition 
will ever come about in which

strike is the proper method of

one class, the really general strike 
is defensible morally and logically

a reduction of working hours from 
nine to eight, with no reducton in 
pay.

Premier Martin on

Speech by Premier W. M. Martin at Tis-

Language Question, 
For a number of years a great deal of 
| discussion has taken place In the province 
Jover what is known as the language ques- 
thon, ‘Nhe people have been stirred, and 
rightly so—but | will say this, that many 


jentirely unwarranted by the fucts. wne 
| great majority of the people who discuss 
this question have never visited a rural 
school in a non-English settlement. So 
much has been said on the question that 
1 determined long ago to find out accnu- 
rately what the situation was and for this 


|number of the rural schools among the 
‘non-English and the inspectors have been 
instructed to report neecurately on lang- 
uage conditions, The polley of the gov 
ernment is that every child in the prov 
ince must learn the English language, tr 
he knows another language so much the 
better, but he must at least learn Eng- 
lish; and we made up our minds that 
whatever steps were necessary to bring 
about this condition of affaira would be 


taken, It is useless to expect, however, 
that the generation of people who have 
come here as immigrants will become pro- 


ficient in English; some of the men wilt 
by reason of the necessities of business, 
but the women will not, The rising gen- 
\ eration, however, will, and I know that 
progress ts being mad 1. this regard in 
every part of the province. 

Conditions with regard to the use of 
the English language In the schools bave 
been very much misrepr hited One 
would imagine to read statements tn some 
of the newspapers “and to hear statements 
made by presumably responsible men that 
there were many schools in Saskatchewan 
where the English langunge ts never heard,

VOLUNTEER FIRE BRIGADE 
AVERTS GREAT TRAGEDY, 


The Winnineg Citizen. 


Winnipeg was threatened yesterday 
jafternoon with one of the worst con- 
|flagrations in history when the safety 
{of the whole residential area lying 
west of Garry Street, between York 
jand Broadway, was in danger of total 
| destruction, 

The catastrophe wag averted only 
by the resourcefulness, the enthusl 
asm and the utter indifference to pe 
sonal safety displayed by Winnipeg's 
volunteer fire brigade, working under 
the senior officers of the department. 
The fire fighters were tragically handi- 
capped in their efforts by the com- 
plete failure of the high pressure ser- 
vice to deliver water, Every gallon 
jhad to be pumped by the motor cars, 
but the handicap was overcome by the

The fire broke out during the noon 
hour in the ancient stable which ad-

This | 
feeling that the striker should be 
given fair play found active ex- 
pression in the general disrepute | 
in which strike-breaking and the | 
strike-breaker have been held. To 
fix the name ‘‘seab’’ or strike-| 
breaker upon any one was a black | 
mark against him for the rest of 
his life, The sentiment against | 
strike-breaking has been the! 
strongest force in the winning of | 
many strikes. It was based on the | 
principle of sympathy with the| 
weaker side. So long as the strike | 
was a measure of defence for the 
weaker side it was justified. 
Edmonton is today suffering 
from a general strike—an attempt | 
te tie up the city. It is not in any! 
sense an assertion of any right or| 
interest of labor, so far as Edmon- 
ton is concerned, The official news- | 
paper of the General Strike Com- 
mittee in its first strike issue an-| 
nounced emphatically that labor| 
has ‘‘no quarrel with Edmonton 
‘for Edmonton employers.’’ But! 
notwithstanding that fact the at- 
tempt has been made to tie up the! 
city utilities; to impose immense | 
business losses on employers of 
labor of various kinds; and to! 
cause citizens generally serious in- 
convenience and loss, while put- | 
ting their property in imminent! 
danger of destruction, This is not! 


in any sense a defensive strike. It| 
is essentially an attack by less than | 
1,700 citizens upon the remainder | 
of the 60,000 people of the city. It 
is not a strike, it is a hold-up, in| 
the interests of parties unknown; 
but certainly not of the city or the | 
citizens. It is an attempt to turn 
the centralization of energy and 
activity which is a condition of 
modern civilization against civil- 
ization itself, It is a case in which 
58,000 people have to defend them- 
selves against less than 2,000, 

The strike is not against the 
right of other citizens to work so 
much as against their right to live. 
It is not an attack upon any one 
branch of industry or enterprise. | 
It is an attempt to discredit and 
destroy all industry and all enter- | 
prise; and particularly to diseredit 
and defy constituted authority. 
The Bulletin is not one of those 
reverence for constituted 
authority is abnormal. A close %- | 
spection of the columns of this! 
paper might disclose phrases that 
could be construed as criticism of 
such authority from time to time 
The present question is not as to} 
the merits or demerits of our sev-| 
eral present administrations. The 
fundamental right of the majority 
to rule through accepted constitu- 
tional forms is being set aside by 
the self constituted authority of a 
small minority. The proper pur- 
pose of government is the greatest 
good to the greatest number, This 
can only be achieved through the 
free expression of the will of the 
majority.

If governmental authority as at 
present constituted does not fune- | 
tion to protect the rights of the} 
individual by protecting its own 
supremacy, that constitutes in fact | 
an abdication of authority, Con- 
stituted authority that has abdi

When illegal foree is employed 
against the rights and welfare of 
the individual, and legally consti-| 
tuted authority does not employ | 
necessary force to support the in-| 
dividual in his right, the time has 
come when it is up to. the indi-| 
vidual aggrieved and those who!

of the principle of collective right | 
in the use of force for their own 
protection, The principle of Soviet 
government is capable of wide ap 
plication. It would seem to be un- 
wise to raise the question where 
the Soviet sympathizers form such | 
asmall part of the population.

The present strike is an attaels|
